HOUSING. 

The  problem  of  clearance  of  sub-standard  housing  has  now  largely 
been  dealt  with,  and  efforts  in  the  future  need  to  be  directed  towards 
the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  houses  lacking  the  essential 
facilities  for  comfortable  living,  i.e.  bathrooms,  hot  water  systems 
and  inside  W.C's.  To  this  end,  a  survey  of  houses  of  £30  rateable 
value  or  under  was  carried  out  during  the  year.  Of  the  334  houses 
surveyed,  22 9 ,  or  66%  were  without  one  or  more  of  the  basic  amenities, 
and  203  of  these  (60%  of  the  total)  had  no  fixed  bath. 

Although  these  figures  compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  llorth 
T'iTest  generally,  there  is  distinct  apathy,  both  on  the  part  of  owners  of 
tenanted  property,  and  owner/occupiers ,  to  take  advantage  of  the 
Discretionary  and  Standard  grant  schemes.  People  seem  unable  to  believe 
that  these  grants  are  what  their  name  implies,  grants,  not  loans.  I 
have  often  been  asked  "but  when  do  we  have  to  repay  it,"  or  "where's 
the  catch."  I  hope  that  more  owners  than  in  the  past  will  take 
advantage  of  the  grants  available  so  that  many  more  occupants  of 
tenanted  houses  may  enjoy  the  benefits  of  modern  amenities. 

Tenants  themselves,  however,  are  able  to  secure  these  amenities 
for  themselves,  by  asking  the  Council  to  invoke  their  powers  under  the 
Housing  Act  1964.  The  Council,  on  being  asked  by  a  tenant  whose  house' 
is  suitable  for  improvement,  can  use  their  compulsory  powers  to  secure 
the  provision  of  a  bathroom  and  hot  water  system  in  that  house.  I  am 
sure  that  the  vast  majority  of  tenants  are  unaware  of  the  action  that 
they  themselves  can  take.  Hot  one  tenant  has  yet  made  such  an  application 
although  there  are  many  in  the  district  who  are  keen  to  have  their  houses 
improved.  Publicity  is  needed  so  that  tenants  are  better  imformed  on 
what  they  can  do  to  obtain  modern  amenities  in  the  houses  they  occupy. 

The  Council  operate  the  Discretionary  grant  scheme,  in  addition 
to  giving  Standard  grants,  and  give  every  encouragement  to  owners  and 
occupiers  wishing  to  improve  property.

FOOD  HYGIENE 


Regular  visits  are  made  to  all  food  premises,  and  although 
standards  of  hygiene  are  generally  fairly  good,  more  attention 
needs  to  he  paid  to  certain  matters .  The  practice  of  exposing 
food  for  sale  outside  a  shop  may  well  attract  trade,  hut  it 
also  attracts  the  attentions  of  dogs,  and  leaving  aside  the 
question  of  infection,  a  carrot  which  has  been  a  port  of  call 
for  a  passing  dog  is  not,  I  would  have  thought,  a  very 
marketable  item.  Food  exposed  in  this  way  outside  a  shop  must 
by  law  be  raised  at  least  18"  above  the  ground.  I  would  prefer 
to  see  it  inside  the  shop,  and  the  dogs  outside.  Foods  which 
are  not  cooked  before  being  eaten  should  in  no  circumstances 
be  displayed  on  the  roadside  in  this  way. 

Some  excellent  meat  pies  are  produced  in  this  area,  and 
most  small  shops  sell  them,  warm  or  cold.  The  exposing  of  pies 
for  sale,  without  suitably  protecting  them  from  contamination, 
is  a  risky  business,  and  one  which  I  see  all  too  often. 

Customers  can  be  a  fruitful  source  of  contamination,  and  foods 
such  as  pies  should  not  be  left  lying  around  exposed  to  coughs 
and  sneezes,  handling,  and  the  brushing  past  of  children's  noses. 

Refrigerated  cabinets  in  shops  need  far  more  attention 
paying  to  them  than  they  in  fact  receive.  Many  cabinets  are 
labouring  under  the  burdens  of  overloading  and  insufficient 
defrosting.  Frozen  food  is  a  very  palatable,  and  safe,  type 
of  food,  provided  that  it  is  kept  under  the  proper  conditions 
with  regand  to  temperature,  handling,  and  stock  rotation.  Proper 
use  of  equipment  is  essential  ?/here  quick  frozen  foods  are 
concerned.

Atmospheric  Pollution 


Progress  was  made  during  the  year  in  controlling  emissions 
from  a  local  brickworks.  With  the  ready  co-operation  of  management 
and  employees,  regular  visits  and  discussions  as  to  firing  methods 
resulted  in  the  complete  control  of  smoke  emission  from  the  processes 
which  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Council,  and  compliance  with  the 
Park  Smoke  (Permitted  periods)  Regulations  was  obtained. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  however,  that  some  of  the  processes 
carried  out  are  entirely  outside  the  jurisdiction  of  the  local  authority 
and  come  under  the  control  of  ELM.  Alkali  Inspectors.  These  are  the 
processes  which  result  In  the  production  of  black  smoke.  Much  work 
has  been  done  to  alleviate  the  pollution,  and  I  have  had  regular 
discussions  with  H.M.  Alkali  Inspectors  on  this  problem.  The  prospect 
at  present  is  that  a  means  of  effective  control  of  these  emissions  is 
now  in  sight. 

With  the  development  of  that  part  of  the  district  within  the 
New  Town  area  the  Department  is  called  upon  to  check  boiler 
installations  under  section  3  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  and  to 
fix  suitable  chimney  heights  for  new  factories.  It  is  an  unfortunate 
state  of  affairs  that  certain  new  buildings,  for  instance  schools, 
are  exempt  from  compliance  with  the  legislation  relating  to  chimney 
heights.  The  situation  can  arise  where  two  very  similar  buildings 
are  erected  with  identical  boiler  plant  and  whilst  one  must  conform 
to  the  requirements  as  to  chimney  heights,  the  other  need  not. 

One  may  then  get  an  aesthetics  versus  clean  air  argument,  and  often  the 
two  are  imcompatible.  In  my  opinion,  the  socner  amending  legislation 
is  introduced  bringing  all  new  buildings  into  line  with  section  10  of 
the  Act,  the  better. 

All  new  developmait  in  the  New  Town  area  is  smokeless,  as  also  are 
new  Council  estates. 

The  Council  is  a  member  of  the  National  Society  for  Clean  Air. 


SEWERAGE  AilD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


With  the  Appley  Bridge  and  Pimho  Lane  sewerage  schemes 
nearing  completion,  next  year  will  see  all  houses  served 
hy  Public  Sewers,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  ones. 
The  present  position  is  that  54  middens  and  25  Pail  closets 
exist,  together  5078  ¥.Cls.
